road. Th(i policy of the Central Pacific 
has always been to guard the approaches 
to San Frs ncisco, both from the sea and 
the land. The completion of the North- 
ern road is the first real break that has 
been made in that control. 
It would be 


but a natural desire on the part of the 
owners of the only really through lines 
to counteract the effect of that if possi- 
ble. Manifestly the only possible way 
to accomplish the task is to gain control 
of the rral road. 
Maybe that has been 


done. Maybe that is why the war was 
made on Yillard just when he was cele- 
brating his grqat triumph. Of course 
the land rate's could be fixed by a pool, 
but there is the ocean beyond, and the 
Northern company has six magnificent 
ships all ready to place on the China and 
Australian lines. Moreover, the North- 
ern Pacific runs through a region which 
will make it the greatest of overland 
roads.

stituents.1 In fact, to introduce bills is 
the only pffective or real power that a 
delegate has. If members of congress 
were only to introduce such bills as 
suited their own individual fancy or am- 
bitions, it would be a travesty upon jus- 
tice and ridiculous in the extreme. The 
Press and Dakotaian well knows that in 
municipal, state, or national legislatures 
a representative often introduced a meas- 
ure that |he. at once sets about,to do all 
he can to defeat and the fact that he in- 
troduces it does not make him'a champion 
or advocate of it.

THE LAND 


The article in our last issue regarding 


the Raymond public lands bill has 
called forth the following from one of 
our citizens. His ideas are worth care- 
ful consideration: 


It will be noticed in the Bismarck 


• TRIBUNE of yesterday that the text of Mr.J 


Raymond's bill in congress, makes the 
settlement of a homestead less rigorous,1 
and it looks like a move in the right di- 
rection, but while "time serving" will 
answer for a man in the penitentiary it 
ought not to be made a test in acquiring 
title to a homestead. We need a law 
wiping out the preemption and tree cul- 
ture acts and giving every person quali- 
fied to enter a homestead, 160 acres only, 
and giving him a title thereto as soon as 
he has broken and improved eighty acres 
of the same and built therebn a habi- 
table house, dug a well, and resided on 
the land continuously for a period of six 
months, giving him five years to accom- 
plish that amount of improvement, but 
grading the improvements so that part 
shall be done every year. The object of 
the public land laws is to encourage the 
settlement and improvement of a new 
country. Agriculture is the basis on 
which all business of this country rests. 
Farmers i ire in no sense of the word spec- 
ulators ai id the government ought not to 
tempt them to try to become such, but 
the possibility of any one man getting a 
preemption, tree claim and homestead 
(480 acres.) by1 simply building shacks on 
two of the claims and then sitting down 
on them one at a time, and, as they term 
it, "hold their cl<*im down," waiting for 
somebody to come and buy them out 
has a bad effect on the settler and the 
country. If yearly improvements on the 
farm was made the test, the country 
would soo a build up. In case the pre- 
emption aid tree culture acts were re- 
pealed, sjventy-two families could be 
located on the government lands in a 
township within the railroad 
limits,

claims no sr provided by law. Give the 
settler jusi; 160 acres and compel him to 
break ane: improve the land. Let him 
spend his time where he can make it 
count the best until he can get his new 
farm opened so he can afford to occupy 
it, and there will be less relinquishing of 
claims and not so many settlers rushing 
to "prove up" and mortgage their homes 
for the money to do so and pay interest 
and taxes, which-keep him under the 
whip for years. Register Rea says that 
most of the commutations on homesteads 
are made in the fall, so that the settler 
may escape remaining on the land during 
the winter, when he can do nothing on 
the land to advance his interests. But 
compel the settler to build a habitable 
house and break five acres the first year, 
fifteen acres the second, and at least 
twenty acres each year thereafter until 
eighty acres are under cultivation, and 
at the end of five years half the govern- 
ment land in the country will be under 
cultivation. And if the settler has dur^ 
ing that time actually resided six months 
continuously on bhe land on proper 
proofs he should have a title to the same 
in fee, and as much earlier as he can make 
the required proof of having complied 
with the terms of the act. When the law 
was complied with, if the original settler 
should sell his land it would be too val- 
uable to ths buyer to be allowed to re- 
main idle and unoccupied, and it would 
make very little difference in the prosper- 
ity of the country. Let it not be askecl 
of the homesteader, when fie comes to 
make final proof, how many days an I 
alights have you held down your claiii 
with your whole weight, and what is 
your capacity as to a tin can and'gopher 
diet while so holding it down? but how 
much like a home for a respectable 
farmer have you made the land Uncls 
Sam so generously furnished you ? Me. 


DAKOTA. 


Recent issues of the Brooklyn, N. Y., 


papers contain a synopsis of a lecture 
delivered in that city by Mr. I. W. Bar- 
num, a former resident of Brooklyn, 
who is now engaged in farming in north- 
ern Dakota. Mr. Barnum is a man -of 
.great intelligence, a close observer and a 
gifted speaker. He lectured to a large 
audience of people!, who listened atten- 
tively to his glowing pictures of our 
great wonderland, frequently interrupt- 
ing hinl with applause when he referred 
to the beauties and advantages of the 
great northwest. Dakota, he said, was no 
longer the west, but rather the granary 
of the east, near tne center of the vast 
western empire which would soon wield 
an immense if not a controlling power in 
this country. It was called not only the 
granary,] but the stock country of the 
world, claiming as it did a powerful mo- 
nopoly in raising the hard wheat peculiar 
to that njorthern Dakota belt, as it could 
not be raised in perfection south of this 
belt. They should not allow the name 
Dakota to make' them shiver with the' 
cold. Out there the people felt greatly 
amused at this opimon as to the severity 
of that climate which persons from the 
eastern states appeared so generally to 
cherish. Such an idea was a mere bug- 
bear; and so far as his (the lecturer's) 
view went on the matter—and he had 
been farming there since 1880—he be- 
lieved they did not suffer there any more 
from the cold than what the people here 
did. The most of the weather was clear 
and bright, and even when it was below 
zero it was so dry and exhilarating that 
the inconvenience was not so much felt. 
While ir Brooklyn the people might feel 
59 years old, with rjheumatic accompani- 
ments, iit Dakota they were only 49 in 
feeling. Haying quoted from a local 
newspaper in support of his view, he con- 
tinued to say that in the Dakota capital 
they had the electric light, which, when 
all things were considered, they did not 
think to be a bad stage of advancement 
'at all. [Applause.] The mean annual tem- 
perature! of Dakota and Michigan was the 
same, 47 degrees, New York and Massa- 
chusetts 48, Maine and Wisconsin 42, 
Minnesota 42 and Wyoming 41. Not-

A Political Question. 


CLEVELAND, Feb. 8.—Senator Sherman has 


written a letter to the Iron Trade Review upon 
.he movement originating here and culminating 
in the organization in New York of capitalists 
o secure a reciprocity with Canada in the mat- 
er of a reduction of the duty on coal and iron 
ere. He writes: "The subject of the treaty 
of reciprocity with Canada in respect to coal 
and iron ore has not been brought to my atten- 
;ion, bnt my first view is entirely against such a 
treaty. We bave^plenty of coal and iron ore. 
This country is now protected with a compara- 
ively low rate of duty, and I see no reason to 
disturb it. Indeed, the whole protective system 
is now in more danger from its friends than 
its enemies. Manufacturing interests are be- 
ginning to regard coal, iron ore, pig iron 
wool and other articles of domestic production 
as raw articles not to be protected by a duty. If 
;his new doctrine should get a foothold it would 
destroy the whole protective policy of the gov- 
ernment, The rate of production must extend 
o all labor alike, to the labor of the farmer in 
nodndng wool and to the labor of the miner in 
digging coal. If it is denied to the farmer and 
miner, it cannot justly be maintained in fayor 


>f the manufacturer. Labor is to be protected, 
not capital. It is indied more important to de- 
velop the natural refonrces of the country in 
>rodnction, mining, a id manufacture of such 
articles as wool, iron md coal, than to protect 
ihe higher forms of production where cheap 
abor is indispensable.
